The Veterans’ Bureau haa failed to 
function because it has not pursued 
the right line of action. More than 
$900,000,000 have passed through the 
bureau. What has become of $259.- 
000,000 of that money, which has not 
been properly and satisfactorily ac- 
counted for? Something like $316.- 
000,000 has been spent for hospitaliza- 
tion work; yet notwithstanding al! 
these enormous expenditures, the dis- 
abled men have not been protected. 

I advocate that the administration 
of these funds be taken from the 
hands of the men who have proved 
their utter unfitness and placed in the 
hands of a state commission in every 
state, with the governor of each state 
acting as chairman, and six other 
members—three .of the six tuo be 
women. 

A year ago I proposed this action. 
Nothing was done about it, but since 
then we have had a chance to see tv 
what extent the Veterans’ Bureau has

No wholesale extermination of a 
form of wild life is a good thing. I 
agree’ with Dr. William T. Horna-

‘cal Society in his opposition to this so- 
called “sporting” contest. 

Crows are perfectly harmless in 19 
places, to one in »which they are a 
menace. To interfere in the order 0 
nature is to insure trouble, for if you 
exterminate the crow you are likely 
to havé a: pest of some form of de- 
gale insect upon which the crow 

ves. 

While the crow does some harm, 
a wholesale attempt to exterminate it 
would bring consequences more seri- 
ous than anything the crow could do. 

In Pennsylvania, a few years ago, 
a bounty put on owls resulted in a 
plague of field mice, moles, and other 
prey of the owls, which caused the 
farmers speedily to remove the 
bounty. Nature strikes her own bal- 
ance, and man should only approach 
the subject with moderation. 

The attitude of Dr. Rowley was 
reflected by William C. Adams, Direc- 
tor of Fisheries and Game in the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Conserva- 
tion. .Mr. Adams holds that the crow 


is not so “black as painted,” and that 


the present. contest is “a dangerous 
mistake,"’ While admitting that crows 
do not have a wholly clean slate, and 
that in some localities their numbers 
have grown too great, he adds that to 
urge the small boys of the Nation out 
with shotguns for indiscriminate de- 
struction is likely to have serious 
economic consequences, because the 
crows actually eat much that is harm- 
ful to the farmers.

pects to be paid, they will place him 
in command of .the case-—and then 
spend their time wondering why their 
dividends are so small. 

Again, it is not uncommon for those 
lawyers and collection agents, whose 
practicé or work is largely,-if not ex- 
clusively, in the bankruptcy fleld so 
to barter and trade among themselves, 
that a single fee may be divided into 
a great many parts, and among many 
different ones. Thes and other prac- 
tices, equally reprehensible, are in

It is also proposed that at the time 
of closing estates, referees shall mail 
to each and every creditor whose 
claim has been filed and allowed, a 
summarized statement of all the 
moneys received and disbursed in the 
proceedings. Further, it is proposed 
that no receiver or counsel acting 
for a receiver shall solicit proofs of 
debt in the estate which he is ad- 
ministering. 

As a measure of economy, it is also 
recommended that when a receiver 
is appointed to take possession of the 
assets of a bankrupt, except for good 
cause shown, he shall be deemed a 
mere custodian, and held to a cus- 
todian’s pay, which is limjted to 2 per 
cent, and not the graduated scale 
starting at 6 per cent, to which a 
receiver is entitled.

Since a quantity ‘of this power will 
have to be developed in connection 
with our Colorado River water project

- Bond Vote Now Urged | 
It may be argued that because the 


Colorado River plan involves the con- 
struction of a dam by thé United | 
States Government, and since the Gov- 
ernment has not yet undertaken such , 
construction the voting of bonds by 
the people of Los Angeles at this time 
would be premature. To that sugges- 
tion I reply: , ad 

1, The voting of a bond issue for 
the construction, of power plants on 
the Colorado River would be a power- 
ful argument to induce the Govern- 
ment to undertake the construction of 
the dam It would afford concrete 
evidence that there would be a ready | 
market for a large quantity of the 
power to be developed at the dam, from | 
the sale of which power the Govern- 
ment would gradually be reimbursed 
for the cost of the dam. . 

2. The bonds to be voted by the 
people of the city would not bear in- 
terest or become in any manner a 
charge against the city until after 
th were sold and issued. Such sale 
and issue would be made only at such 
times and in such amounts as the pro- . 
ceeds should be needed in the prose- 
cution of the work. 

8 Our departments of public serv- 
ice (power and water) are ready to 
pledge themselves to pay these bonds’ 
interest and sinking fund charges out 
of their revenues so that they would 
never become a burden upon the tax- 
payers. 

4. The city cannot delay its plans 
for the development of additfpnal sup- 
plies of water and power. The neces- 
sity for these essential’ commodities 
must be met.

Labor syndicates from recruiting more 
members. 
French Syndicalism 


The corresponding term in France 
for trade-unionism is syndicalism, all 
Labor being organized into syndicates 
scattered throughout the land. These 
syndicates are -grouped into unions 
according to departments, who in turn 
confide their executive powers to what 
is known as the Confédération Gén- 
érale du Travail, whose headquarters 
are in Paris. It is commonly referred 
to as the C. G. T. 

It was this central organization that 
in 1920 became torn with dissension, 
and as a result weakened the general 
cause of Labor—a weakening from 
which it has probably only started to 
recover today, and this only as a re- 
sult of the natural impulse given the 
cause throughout the whole world by 
the accession to power of a Labor 
Government in England. 

If Labor is not as highly organized 
or as influential] here as in England 
or America, it nevertheless exercises 
a certain amount of power which can- 
not be disregarded, and which counts 
some fairly able men among its 
leaders. ‘ 

In order to insure respect for its 


statutes and keep a check on the 


events shaping its existence, the C. G. 
T. now holds its conventions, every 
two years. At this convention is rep- 
resented the totality of French or- 
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federations. Departmental unions 
exist in every department except 
Lozére and the Hautes-Alpes. 

The question of nationalization of 
the railways, electric power and other 
schemes had been successively studied 
since the war. In May, 1920, the C. 
G. T. heads deemed the moment 
propitious to begin the great strike 
they had been preparing, by which it 
was hoped to overthrow bourgeois 
society. Contrary to their expecta- 
tions, it lasted only a short time and 
resulted in the worst check for syndi- 
calism that it has ever known, an 
was, in fact, the signal for a beginning 
of its decline. Indications now seem 
to point to the fact that the working 
forcés of France are on the eve of a 
new era and will make up for their 
past mistakes by organizing them- 
selves in greater numbers and with 
greater strength than ever before. 

It was the failure of the great 1920 
strike that brought dissension among 
the Labor leaders and resulted in the 
secession of many groups to ad- 
herence to the Communist Interna- 
tionale of Moscow, but others pre- 
ferred to retain their national unity. 
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with great breadth of view and skill 
in mathematical analysis.

Betelgeuse, made about three years 
ago, confirmed Eddington’s estimate. 
Indeed, it has been said that, by mak- 
ing use of Eddington’s formulas based 
on atomic properties, it would be 
possible for an investigator living on 
a completely cloudy earth, to predict 
the masses, sizes, and true brightness 
of the invisible stars. 

These are some of the achievements 
of the man honored by the Bruce 
medal, and it is not surprising that 


the award was made by a unanimous 


vote of the directors.

He proposes 
to stand aside until the Greeks have 
made up their minds on this question 
on its merits alone. Then, when the 
field is clear, I venture to prophesy he 
will come forward again. 

In: what position will he come for- 
ward? Certainly not again as Prime 
Minister. Venizelos has reached the 
point in his career when he has the 
right to ask to be relieved of that 
arduous position. For the Greek pre- 
miership is not like other premier- 
ships. The Greek Prime Minister is 
always a leader of faction. The Greek 
Nation cannot think of him as any- 
thing else. He has to be accessible 
to all his followers all the time. 

When the writer visited the Greek 
Prime Minister last year he was 
lodged” in a smallish villa, with all 
the rooms round him packed with 
petitioners and suppliants. The pas- 
sages were crowded with all comers, 
and the whole place was a crowded 
hubbub of excitement. These were 
his, tribal followérs: for the Greek 
conception of priemiership is that of 
a tribal] chieftain. 

Venizelos can no longer endure that 
existence. He has a right to ask for 
some relief: and his natural position, 
if the plebiscite goes well, will be 
thet of President of the Greek Re- 
public.

COUNCIL OF LEAGUE 


DEBATES COMMISSION | 


FOR THE SAAR BASIN

LONDON, March 5—The Council of 
the League of Nations is now consid- 
ering the appointment of a new Gov- 
erning Commission for the Saar 
Basin, which, according to the Treaty 
of Versailles, is to.consist of five mem- 
bers—one French, one Sarrois, and 
three others who must be _ neither 
French nor German. ‘iley are to hold 
office for oné year. The present tom- 
mission in addition to the French and 
German members, includes a Belgian 
a Canadian, and a Dane. 

Owing to complaints of the adminis- 
tration’s partiality, this item is likely 
to provide a lively discussion. It is 
not improbable that new members will 
take the place of the Dane and the 
present German representative. It is 
expected that the other three members 
of the present commission will be re- 
elected. 

The next item is the Free Port of 
Danzig, where the oles and the 
Danzigans are stil) at 
over certain questions, particularly 
over the location of a Polish ammu- 
nition depot, which the Danzigers 
want placed as far away from their 
city as possible.

There is so much unemploy- 
ment, for ours is a seasonal trade.

UNION MEN DEMAND CESSATION 


Fashion 
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OF CHILD LABOR AND HOME WORK 


London Factory Workers Being Organized to Force 
Change of Methods and to Insist on Direct Employment 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
LONDON, March 4—The London 
Daily Herald recently quoted an 
article from The Christian Science 
Monitor, which contained the state- 


ment that “thousands of children, 
many of them babies, three or four 
years old, are labor slaves to con- 


tractors—mabufacturing men’s clotb- | 


ing, artificial flowers, hosiery, and 
other commodities sold along Fifth 
Avenue.” Children are drawn into 
labor in the same way in London, ac- 
cording to the London Organizer of the 
Tailors’ and Garment Workers’ Union, 
who was manager of a mantle factory 
nine months ago.- Mr. Bernard Sulli- 
van, speaking to a representative of 
‘The Christian Science Monitor, said: 

Stock-made garments which are 
sold in e city are made by 
workers in their own homes. Whole 
families are often working on the 
garments. At first._the mother sim- 
ply wants to keep the toddler away 
from the sewing machine, and 
lets the child pull out the “bastings” 
(tacking threads). Presently he learns 
to sew on buttons and hooks and eyes, 
separate flower petals which have 
been stamped out in a mass, and 
paste petals. Children alse can be 
seen in the streets taking the work 
to and from the factories in peram- 
bulators and pushcarts. When the 
children grow up they go on with 
the work, which is carried out where 
the family eats and sometimes 
sleeps. 

We are against homework, not only 
because it is bad for the home- 
worker, but because it makes condi- 
tions worse for the factory worker. 
The homeworker equipped only with 
her old treadle sewing machine, has 
to enter into competition with the 
eeptery worker and her power ma+ 
chine. And the factory worker is in- 
timidated by the employer, who cites 
the low rates at which the home- 
worker is paid. ~. : 

It is true that trade boards have 
heen set up and a minimum wage 

fixed for the trades we represent, but

are only four trade board inspectors 
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for the whole of London and only 18 
for the country. But even if they had 
more inspectors, they would not man- 
age the situation, because they have 
no technical knowledge. Our union 
is working to get trade officials ap- 
pointed as inspectors to whom the 
workers would give proper informa- 
tion and at whom they would not 
look with suspicion, as they do the 
Government officials. 

Mr. Sullivan gave an instance of 
how the inspectors are hoodwinked. 
In a big firm, where the girls are 
making men’s clothing, they cannot 
make the Trade Board minimum wage 
so the firm gives them what is known 


taken into a factory at 14 to 16 years 
of age, at a wage of 1%d. an hour, 
were taught one process, and then, 
when their wages by law had to be. 
raised to 5%d. an hour at the age of 
18, they were dismissed and younger 
workers put in their places.

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MUSIC OF THE WORLD 
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Old Tunes ve New

T WAS not a modern composér but 
| Charles Lamb who confessed: 
“Sentimentally I: am disposed to 
harmony; but organically I-am_ in- 
capable of a tune.” In the days before 


the deluge of modern harmony, before 
cacophanous young men-—to para- 
phrase a line of Walt Whitman-— 
sounded their barbaric: yawps under 
the roofs of the concert world, anyone 
who liked “tunes” acquired at once a 
reputation for being “musical.” Where- 
as today—well, in the best musical 
circles that sort of thing simply isn’t 
done. Those unsophisticated enough 
to yearn for “something with a ‘tune 
in it’ would probably be referred to 
“Last Night on the Back Porch” or 
another of those compositions which 
once prompted Sir Thomas Beecham 
to remark that music, which began as 
an art, had degenerated into a public 
nuisance. Even in the first century 
Plutarch protested that “to sing the 
same tune ., . is in everything cloy- 
ing and offensive.” 

The older type of melody, or tune, 
began to disappear from serious musi- 
cal art when, tiring of formal divisions 
and chafing against the vocal restric- 
tions of an octave or a tenth, com- 
posers sought increased range and 
greater length of outline—to say noth- 
ing of building their melodies on en- 
tirely different scale systems. And it 
cannot too often be pointed out that a 
scale is something purely arbitrary. 
“The system of scales, modes, and 
harmonic tissues does not rest solely 


upon unalterable natural laws, but is | 


at least partly the result of wsthetic 
principles which have already changed, 
and will still further change with the 
progressive development of humanity.” 
(Helmholtz, “The Sensations of Tone,” 
Chapter XII.) 
Thought “Vertically” 

Absorbed in new methods of chord 
structure, composers, naturally 
enough, were inclined to think verti- 
cally (harmonically) rather than hori- 
zontally (melodically). - The man in 
the street, fond of a tune, and deriv- 
ing his sense of harmony from a famil- 
iar diatonic scale, represents an early 
phase of musical evolution and thinks

Or 
practically they do, since they give a 
fee for lessons, preparatory to making 
an appearance. 

“You understand, I suppose, why 
artists from everywhere have flooded 
this country of late? If you want to 
know my view of the case, I will tell 
you. They have come,.if I mistake

Old Polish Music 


Revived in Warsaw

HE Reduta continually expands 

its artistic field. Ever more 
branches of art are included ina 
the means of dramatic expression, for 
the leaders of this institution rightly 
contend that the artist must possess 
a wide culture and, though special- 
izing in his own particular branch, 
should have a knowledge of all the 
other modes of artistic expression. 
Most especially do they consider 
music an indispensable factor in the 
education of the dramatic artist, and 
the company now possesses a well- 


a concert of Polish music of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries. 


The program consisted of chorales 
and carols selected from the rich mine 
of Polish folk music;-a tamburitta 
by Adan Jarzembski (1627) executed 
by the instrumentalists of the Reduta;

Parents and the “Schick” Test 


To the Editor of The Christian Science 


Monitor: 

I have recently made a somewhat brief 
trip to the middle west to learn what 
parents there think of the so- -culled 
Schiok test, vaccination as a “preven: 
tive” against smallpox, and the use of 
other serums, vaccines, toxin-antitoxin 
and so on. 

1 find people in Chicago very much 
opposed to these inoculating practices. 
Also in the State of Indiana, where the 
people of the cities and the rural com- 
munities have any knowledge of the 
matter, they are against them. 


As an illustration: It appears there 
was in Indiana, in a part of a town 
where sanitary conditions were lax, a 
caae or two of alleged smallpox, and ‘m- 
mediately the Board of Health of: that | 
town descended upon a large factory 
with the intention of compelling all the 
employees to be vaccinated, The owncrs 
of the factory took the stand that there 
waa to be no compulsion allowed upon 
its employees. If they wanted vaccina- 
tion, well and good; if they did not want 
it, they were free to refuse. This stand 
was maintained, despite threats of for- 
cible closing of the factory. Soon there- 
after the smallpox scare subsided, the 
offending sanitary conditions were cor- 
erected, the patients recovered, and the 
world moved on. 

My trip showed me the people in the 
west are thinking, and are opposed to 
these serum treatments, holding that 
there are better and safer ways to bring 
happiness into their homes. 

On my return I found many requests 
fer information, and peculiarly these re- 
quests are from the middle and far west, 
northwest and ‘south, and almost in-

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THE prestige of democracy has suffered a sad eclipse 
in these latter days. A few years ago it was the fashion 
to declare that all the political 
| ills of humanity could be solved 
by democracy; that if only it 
were established throughout the 
length and breadth of the earth, 
wars would cease and peace and 
| harmony would reign. There

as to utter such sentiments today. The war ended in the 
establishment of democracy in every country in Europe 
outside Russia, yet Europe has never been more: divided 
or more dominated by armaments. <A republic was estab- 
lished in China, yet China today is in a condition of 
armed chaos out of which no one seems able to bring 
any semblance of order. Mexico is passing through one 
of its many revolutionary crises. And some of the lead- 
ing nations, such as Italy, Spain, and Germany, having 
tried democracy, have repudiated it as a weak and futile 
system and have reverted to some form of autocracy. 
Yet democracy in the trye sense of the word is the 
remedy for most of the political ills of our time. What 
is needed is some clearer thinking on the subject, and if 
the chaos of today leads to such thinking, it will not 
have been in vain. The mistake people have fallen into 
is the assumption that the creation of the mechanism of 


democracy is the same thing as democracy itself. It . 


obviously is not. To think that it is so, is to fall into 
the old blunder of confusing the spirit and the letter. 
True democracy is a product of the spirit. Unless the 
spirit is there, the most perfect forms in the world will 
not produce a democratic result. | 

The truth is that democracy begins with the indi- 
vidual. If the individual citizens are individually self- 
governed; if they are honest, thoughtful of their neigh- 


are few who would be so. bold. 


bors, public spirited, then the community will be demo-, 


cratic and successful under almost any form of popular 
government. But if the individual citizen is ignorant, 
self-centered, indifferent to public affairs, then nothing 
can prevent the community becoming weak and chaotic 
or falling under the control of an autocracy, however 
democratic the form of constitution may seem to be. 
Indeed, where the people are inert, democratic forms may 
hide an autocracy extremely subtle and difficult to get 
rid of. The power and authority of the old absolute 
monarchies was open and obvious for everybody to see. 
Once public opinion was aroused, it could easily be over- 
thrown. But the hidden autocracies of today, based on 
,¢lectoral corruption, on the, manipulation of the press, 
on the influence of the money power, all directed to the 
control of public opinion itself, are much more difficult 
to overthrow, and they can be overthrown only if the 
electorate is intelligent and awake and is ready to follow 
honest and responsible leadership. 

When mankind makes up its mind that there is no 
short and dramatic road out of its difficultics, but that 
every real step forward in self-government must corre- 
spond with a similar step forward in the self-control of 
the individual, and that any attempt to build ahead of 
what the individual is ready to support must end in a set- 
back, then things will begin to advance more rapidly. 
The Founder of Christianity, who certainly preached a 
. full salvation for the human race, paid little attention to 
outward forms of government He taught good citizen- 
ship. But he was primarily concerned with the individual. 
He saw that if the individual was a slave to political 
passion, or hatred, or greed, or selfishness, the commu- 
nity was bound to come to disaster. And he saw, too, 
that if the individual was faithful to the dictates of 
Love and Truth, was obedient to righteousness and the 
Golden Rule, the community also would be full of light. 

It is this ancient teaching which is still the pathway 
to true democracy. Mob rule is not democracy. The 
despotism of political parties is not. democracy. The 
most perfect form of democratic machinery is not democ- 
racy. The reign of righteousness and brotherly love in 
the hearts of the citizens is the only true democracy, and 


the world will not become democratic, however it may. 


wrestle with forms and constitutions, until it puts into 
practice that central rule, It is certain that, despite all 
the fulminations of reactionaries, the whole world is 
destined to become democratic. Europe, and China, and 
India, Central America, and Africa, will some ‘day 
all be inhabited with peoples: governing themselves in 
quietness and peace, and united with one another for 
the conduct of human affairs. But the pathway to that 
goal is not primarily political agitation, or revolution, 
or war, but the growth of character, understanding, and 
wisdom, the kingdom of heaven in the individual, for 
when that is there everything else will be added to it.

THE most serious result that is to be apprehended 
from the ever-broadening range of the investigations 

: now progressing in Washington 
is that, as a result of the reve- 
lations made, 
election this year may not be 
fought upon ‘any. great funda- 
mental national issues. Politicians 
of both parties are artfully 
“reading into. the record,’ as 
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the phrase goes, hints, suggestions and innuendos in-_ 


tended to injure either the opposite party or some incdi- 
vidual in either party who may be an aspirant for the 
presidential nomination. In innumerable instances the 
word “innuendo” is the only one to apply to the sinister 
references made to men of high standing in the course 
of these investigations. The politicians who are directing 
the various committees concerned shrewdly recognize the 
tendency of the public mind to seize upon the slightest 
identification of a man with some discreditable govern- 
mental action, and to regard him as guilty of participa- 
tion therein, even though a careful reading af the evidence 
shows him to be in no sense involved. There are men 
whose standing before the public three months ago was 
of the very highest who have been, if not ruined, at least 
gravely injured by mere reference to them in connection 
with Teapot Dome, the Veterans’ Bureau or the. multi- 
farious activities of the Attorney-General’s office. 

That these investigations are doing a measure of good 
is not to be denied. They will help to impress upon the 
minds of public officials at Washington the fact that in 
a democracy every act of a public servant must be such 
as will stand the most searching public scrutiny. They 
make it clear that, sooner or later, all that is done under 
the guise of executive authority is likely to be dragged 
out into the full blaze of publicity, and that the exercise 
of such authority for personal ends, even when the public 
interest did not suffer, will bring nothing but condemna- 
tion and disaster to the one guilty. 

It is an unhappy thing that, in the pursuit of the 
reasonable and proper ends of these investigations, innd- 
cent men should suffer as they are suffering. It is almost 
an equally unfortunate thing that the public mind, ever 
avid for scandal, is being notably diverted from consid- 
erations of great public issues to become fixed on the 
relations which this or that man, or this or that party, 
bore to the oil scandal. The remedy is not apparent 
except it be the old and difficult one of educating the 


_ public mind to a truer understanding of the relative 


proportions of ‘political issues of this character. The 
public should grasp the fact, which indeed it would appear 
tlfat President Coolidge is endeavoring to make clear, 
that the issue of tax reduction is more important to the 
well-being of the Nation than the determination of the 
precise purposes for which a government official received, 
from a friend $100,000 in a satchel. The relations 
which the United States shall bear in the next four years 
to the sorely troubled continent of Europe will have much 
more to do with prosperity in the United States than will 
the exact determination of the part Mr. Daugherty played 
in having some prize-fight pictures displayed in the parlor 
of a distinguished Washington. publisher. 

It is all very well to run down the guilty, to expose 
malfeasance in office, to purge the capital of scandals, 
but let us remember that there are issues greater than 


these to which the mind of the people should be directed. 
If the presidential election shall be permitted to turn on. 
mere questions of personality, and not Principle, there ; 


will be another four years wasted in the effort to put 
the United States in its proper place internationally, and 
to restore to its people a greater measure of prosperity.

The hapless crow 
is charged with extracting the farmer's seed from the 
ground before it has time to germinate. To his credit 
on the ledger should be entered his warfare upon insects 
and other small creatures which are equally injurious to 
the farmer, The crow is alleged to invade the'nests ot 
more tuneful birds than he, and to devour their eggs; but 


most members of the animal kingdom prey on some other 


animal, and the time is not vet ripe for eliminating all 
predatory animals — including man — from nature's 
economy. '

adequate set-off for the general public condemnation 
which the announcement of-so cruel and brutalizing a 
contest wilk unquestionably arouse.

“NERONE,” the opera which Arrigo Boito is said to 
have left behind him in a condition similar to that 
in which Franz Schubert be- 
queathed the “unfinished sym- 
phony” to posterity, will> be 
brought out this spring, accord- 
ing to reported arrangenients. 
Milan and Rome are the places 
where the long-expected piece 
will be staged, and those cities . 
will doubtless wear for the time being a decided air of 
national festivity. That.‘Nerone” will have a consid- 
erable success seems as certain as anything about an un- 
tried musical composition can be. Strangely, the work 
has received no advance praise, thoug! it must have heen 
read in manuscript by many persons whose opinion would 
he listened to. Perhaps it was Boito’s desire that first 
judgment shotild come from the quarter out of which 
final determination of values ptoceeds—the public. 

But to regard the work now in preparation at 
La Scala Opera House in tiie light of “Mefistofele,” 


he 
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written in the sixties and revised in the seventies, a point , 


or two may safely be made. The really remarkable thing 
about the Boito of record is his refusal either to follow 
the Italian methods or to borrow from the German and 
the trench ones that used to be in vogue. Tor in “Mefis- 
tofele” he essentially disregards the leading alike of 
Verdi. of Wagner, and of Meverbeer. Indeed, he may 
be said to be a follower of the nineteenth century innova- 
tors. He may even be considered as rather ignoring the 
experimentation of 250 years and as seeking a starting 
point in the [tallan opera writers of the beginning of 
the seventeenth century; as going back, in fine, from 
Verdi to Monteverdi. 

Granted that he takes his ““Mefistofele” text from a 
drama of Goethe's, which is chiefly Gothic in subject, he 
nevertheless adjures, as far as may be, that sentimental- 
ism of treatment which Gluck and Mozart originally 
exploited and which composers of nearly all European 
schools after them adopted without question. His hero 
may fairly be described as the vocal descendant of Monte- 
verdi’s “Orfeo.” To hear Dr. Faust, in the study, medi- 
tating on the pleasures he will find when he moves among 
men as a cavalier, is almost the same thing as to hear 
Orpheus in the abode of Pluto, felicitating himself on 
the delight he will experience when he reaches the upper 
world with’ Eurydice. 

If, then, Boito, in his known opera, discloses a post- 
Renaissance severity of melodic outline and serenity of 
harmonic mood, he may with good reason be supposed 
to do so in his unknown and unedited one. “And should 
that be the case, the production of ‘“Nerone,” under thie 
direction of Arturo Toscanini, may be imagined as caus- 
ing the Italians to realize more fully than ever before 
how deep the foundations of their music rest in history.

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News 1n Venezuela

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Caracas, Venezuela, Feb. 22 

WHEN the French cable, which links New York with Vene- 
zuela by way of Hayti and the French West Indies, is trans- 
ferred next month to the control of the All-America Cable 
Company, the Venezuelans look for a decided néw influence to 
be felt in international, and even in local, affairs. For that 
nation which controls-the cable can and does control the out- 
ward vision of the peoples of all these lands of the South. 

I know this sounds quite fantastic to one who lives in the 
midst of the network of wires and in the daily showers of un- 
necessary misinformation which make up the usual daily news- 
papers of the United States and Europe. But none the less 
the 300 words of cable news which come in each day paint, for 
good or ill, the picture which the intelligent people here—not 
the mere riffraft of the streets—think about the outside world. 

The French cable now brings to Venezuela the most impor- 
tant of the news printed in the local newspapers. ‘That which 
is clipped from United States newspapers and reprinted is the 
most trivial of quaint anecdotes, about the chicken that nursed 
the motherless puppies and the gowns worn by the most spec- 
tacular recent duchess. And the wireléss is that broadcast 
from the United States for the consumption of the ships at 
sea. The type of news sent out by wireless is always atrocious ; 
that of today consisted of 150“words, in seven items, three of 
which were about “sparts,”. to the effect that Frank Chance 
had: quit the White Sox, .that a first baseman of Boston had 
been in an automobile accident, and that somebody had missed 
breakirig the world’s record in a 2000-meter foot race! 

> > > 

The news which has been coming by the French-cable for 
many years now is ver¥ much superior to the wireless, and has 
had, and continues to have, a tremendous influence, coming, 
though it does, in the tiny drops of the bulletin service. It is 
devoted very largely to news calculated to be of interest or to 
influence the French colonies of the Antilles, and covers Euro- 
pean news, the debates in the Chambre des Deputés, the Ruhr, 
and not a little British political news, as well as larger world 
news developments. It is obviously edited with a scissors, and 
not with a wise calculation of space limitations, but it 1s worth 
the reading, which the wireless is not. It has been read, as 
T sdy, by the leaders of Venezuelan life and thought for more 
than a decade, and is, probably, the full ynformation on current 
world developments of most of the people of the country. 

As is realized by all who speak intelligently ef South Amer- 
ica, the French cultural influence is the mest potent factor-in 
the inteliectual life of all of the Latin-American countries. 
Venezuela is no exception to the rule, and, if anything, the 
interest in things French is greater here than elsewhere, due 
in no small part to the fact that the French cable comes alone 
and direct to Venezuela, and the cable service to the other 
countries of the continent has long been British and more 
recentiy American. It is not without significance that the 
classitication by languages of the beoks (other than Spanish) 
drawn from the National Library in Caracas in 1923 was as 
follows: French 844, English 304, Italian $3, German 29. 


“1 Setting aside, for the moment. the obvious and significant 


fact that France maintains, by a broad policy of encouraging 
the use of French textbooks and the exchange of French pro- 
fessors in Latin America, the continuity of French cultural 
supremacy, the lesson for all countries interested in South 
American relations is plain. Much of the misunderstanding 
of American and even of English objectives in South America 
can be traced directly to the type of news printed in the South 
American press—quite as much because of lack of a better 
quality than because of any desire to seek the sensational. When 
all the cable news received from thé whole world will hardly 
fill a single column, the editor does not throw any of it away. 
> > > 

_ So eminent an authoritv-as Dr. L. S. Rowe. director of the 
Pan-American Union in Washington, has stated in many public 
addresses his belief that no single factor is more important 
in the relationship of the Americas than the interchange of the 
really important and significant news, and not the merely 
curious and exotic items between the press of the countries. 

The All-America cables, owned and managed by Amer- 
icans, will have completed the link around South America when 
the present arrangements in cennection with the transfer of 
the French cable here are completed. It is probable that when 
this is done, the cable service which willbe furnished will be 
entirely changed, and yet, from the viewpoint of pure news 
we are wondering, down here in Venezuela, whether we shall 
have an improvement. The French service, for all its defects, 
is far superior to the usual type of news carried by American 
cables, except to great press bureaus. Down here we wonder 
if the selection of our daily foreign news will be turned over 

the type of youth who apparently “edits” the wireless broad- 
casting. For we picture this as done by the operator who hap- 
pens to be on night duty, and who has taken the pink or green 
edition of his favorite evening newspaper into the operating 
room and culled from it those thrilling items about the progress 
of winter baseball training and the welfare of eminent pugilists, 
which Latin Americans are forced to believe the significant 
news of the North Americag continent. 

News is the sharpest of two-edged swords, and if this 
weapon is now to rest, for South America, in the hands of the 
great representative of American enterprise, the All-America 
cables, a master journalist shoauld, and, as we view it, must 
be put in charge of it. Prize fights and domestic scandals will 
make poor substitutes for the dignified French cable news, and 
poor indeed the substitute of the easy economy of the scissors 


' of the wireless operator for the opportunity of good will and 


understanding offered to the United States in the control of 
the cabled news which comes to these friendly shores. 


An Englishman Meets America 

SHAW DeEsMoND came to America and did not stop in 
New York. He writes of ““The West as I Saw Her,” in 
Scribner’s, and, in’ the hours of reflection between Chicago and 
Los Angeles observes that “the American is the best traveling 
companion on earth. I have ridden from King’s Cross, London, 
to Edinburgh, some 300 miles odd, with four fellow passen- 
gers, the sum total of our conversation being: “Would you 
mind if I put the window down?” ‘This from a gentlemanly 
Londoner to a bearded Scotsman, who just grunted assent.

He asks 
me what I do for a living, with that delightful freedom of 
the westerner which carries no offense with it, and when I tell 
him that I try to write when my conscience and my editors 
will let me, he comes back: ‘Here’s my card. Should be glad

“T don’t tell him that on my person or ir my suitcase I 
carry a hundred cards just like his. Why should 1? Anyhow, 
he is going to forget all about me before Salt Lake.”
